Dr. Copeland 
changes in the 
heart and blood 


vessels. 
The blood vessels become 


brittle and firm and lose their elas- 
ticity, and these changes result in an 
obstruction to the flow of blood. This 
Increases the pressure maintained by 
the pumping action of the heart. 


There Are Many Causes 


Though high blood pressure is usu- 


ally associated with such changes in 
the blood vessels, it may occur with- 
out them. Then the symptom may 
be due to excessive worry or excite- 
ment, faulty elimination or nervous 
fatigue. 


Within recent years the signifi- 


cance of focal infection has been dis- 
covered and this has contributed to 
our knowledge of high blood pres- 
sure. Now many cases can be traced 
to infected sinuses, tonsils, teeth, 
gallbladder or appendix, and when 
the source of infection is removed the 
blood pressure is lowered, and in 
many instances disappears perma- 
nently. 


As I have said, the blood pressure 


Is influenced by fear, excitement and 
other emotional experiences. For ex- 
ample, when a person enters a doc- 
tor's office for the first time he may 
be unduly alarmed 
worried over 


what he may be told, and under such 
circumstances the pressure reading 
may be high. 


If the blood pressure is taken after 


a strenuous day's work, or following 
severe exertion, misleading informa- 
tion is obtained. Most physicians in- 
sist upon taking the blood pressure 
upon, at laast two separate occasions, 
in order to make an accurate inter- 
pretatioB. 


A Normal Change 


A* we grow older our blood pres- 


sure Increases. This is a normal 
change and it becomes dangerous 
only when the pressure increases 
rapidly and remains high. 


Never compare your blood pressure 


with that of your friends. There are 
many factors that must be consid- 
ered in the interpretation of high 
blood pressure in an individual case. 


If you have been told that you 


have high blood pressure do not 
worry. If you follow the instructions 
and advice given by your physician 
you will come out all right 


But do not neglect high blood pres- 


sure, because it is by neglect that it 
becomes dangerous. If neglected, it 
may become a disabling condition. 


Bear in mind always that in the 


beginning almost any ailment can be 
controlled, if not entirely removed. 
Nature is kindly. She gives early 
warning. If you are wise, you will 
heed this warning.
